ATTENTION 

Attention of Competitors is called to the fact that the time of Competitions 
given in this Programme is only approximate, and that Competitors are requested 
to be on hand prior to the scheduled time in case of emergency. 

For all competitions in which Own Selection is chosen, it is IMPERATIVE 
that a copy of the selection be handed to the Festival Secretary the day of the 
competition. 

All Trophies of any kind are the property of the Festival Association and can¬ 
not be won outright, or in any way become the property of individuals, and winners 
are responsible for their being returned in sound condition and not later than two 
weeks before the opening day of the Festival, to the address advised them by the 
Secretary of the Festival.

THE DONALDSON TROPHY—To be award to the Competitor obtaining the 
highest niunber of marks in Public School Vocal Solo Classes, Division H 
and III.
